Racism still ‘virulent,’ 
noted newsman believes

career that spanned almost 50 
years; allowed him to cover 10 
presidents, and taken him from-his 
roots in Tennessee to Bandung and 
Russia. He has seen monumental 
changes in the world since he 
begar his career, from a.time when 
Tyou  coulg=Soud une Humber of 
Blacks (working in the nation's 
major daily newspapers) on the

in the number of reporters and 
editors in print and broadcast 
media across the country, 

"The state of race relations is 
obviously better than it was when | 
started in the field of journalism,” 
Rowan admitted 

But the noted journalist, who at 
68 continues to right a column and 
also host @ television show, also 
believes the wisdom of the French 
saying, "the: more things change, 
the more they remain the same.” 
And the problem with which he was 
confronted when he“began his 
Career in the 1940s - racism - is 
still’a major American dilemma 
today. 

"Racism is still virulent in 
America,” Rowan said at a press 
conference prior to a speech in 
Columbus on October 28, “It is still 
probably the greatest! crippler of 
our society,’ 

Rowan noted that racism is still 
a@ major ferce in the nation's in 


dustries, and among its corporate 
leaders 
impact of racism is being disputed, 
many do not admit that racism 
remains a significant problem 

Until the power structure can 
come to grips with racism, and 
admit that it’s the cancerous object 
that itis, America will never be what 
it Ought to be," Rowan said 
= -Rewannoted thatjournatists are 
now covering the Black community 
differently than they did when he 
began his career. At the time. he 
recalled, "the media wasn't even 
touching the issue of race unless 
someone Black was accused of 
rape or-stealing a chicken." 

On of the groundbreaking 
events in that process was 
Rowan's ewn prizewinning trip 
down south’ dn behalf of the Min- 
neapolis Star 

Rowan recently released a 
book, called "Breaking Barriers 
about his 50 years in journalism 
He is an award-winning journalist

His mother was a racist, 
his wife a racist," But Truman rose 
above his limited beginnings to im- 
plement the Marshall Plan to 
rebuild Europe: assist in the crea- 
tion of Israel; and integrate the

Only a few politicians. Rowan 
noted, had "rolled the dice at great 
personal risk, Political risk.” But 
Truman was one of them 

Rowan recalled how Truman - 
touched by the beating and blind- 
ing of a Black soldier recently 
returned from the war by southern 
police -- appointed a commission to 
study the problem. The commis- 
sion recommended a number of 
actions, including criminal penals 
ties for jaw officers who vialate the

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Governor George V., Voinovich 
reminded Ohio motorists recently 
that the new state DUI laws went 
into effect Sept. 1 and will have 
swift and sure sanctions for those 
who drink and drive, During a 
press conference at the 
Statehouse recently, Governor 
Voinovich and state officials a 
lighted changes in Ohio's new DUI 
laws, 


“Ohio's growing intolerance of 
impaired drivers is causing people 
to think twice about getting behind 
the wheel of a car after drinking,” 
said Voinovich. “If they continue to 
drink and drive, the new laws will 
remove them from our roadways 
immediately." 


Provisions of the new laws in- 
clude, “on the spot" driver license 
Suspension from 90 days to three 
years for those persons cited for 
driving with a blood alcohol con- 
centration (BAC) of .10 percent or 
above. Offenders will also face ad- 
ditional charges when they go to 
court, including fines, jail time, 
vehicle immobilization, and. addi- 
tional license suspension. Other 
provisions of the new law include 
vehicle forfeiture for multiple of- 
fenders 


Charles D. Shipley, Director of 
the Ohio Department of Public 
Safety, noted that in 1992, 510 
people were killed and. 21, 176 
were injured in alcohol-related 
crashes in Ohio. 


“Ohio motorists need to think 
about the consequences that can 
result from the new DUI laws," 
said Shipley. "The new law should 
make people think more seriously 
about getting a designated driver

fter four years of debate and planning, and 

several hundred thousand dollars, Columbus 

ity Council has unveiled the results of a study 

perforrned by the Minority Business Enterprise Legal 

Defense and Education Fund (MBELDEF) regarding 

the city's minority business efforts. And, ina hearing on 

the study, a group of Asian businesspersons has come 
out in opposition to the plan 


The part of the plan which angers these businesses 
is not the goals. Noris it the criteria for certification, No, 
what they are angry about is that, under the terms of 
the plan, only Blacks would be considered as 
“minorities for coverage under the law. 

The Asian businesses have said that they, being 
minorities, should have been included in the covered 
groups under the plan, They said that they were nof 
notified of the hearings on the law, or of minority status. 
And they have called upon Columbus City Council to 
hold up the implementation of the plan for six months 
so they can collect data regarding their participation 

But we have a problem with that reasoning, It is the 
problem which was expressed by several Black 
speakers at the hearing: where were these businesses 
before? 

It was impossible to be in business in Columbus--in- 
deed, to live in Columbus--and not be at least tangen- 
tially aware of the debate regarding the city’s minority 
business program. Since January, 1989, when the 
Crosan decision changing the rules for minority busi- 
ness programs was handed down by the U.S, Supreme 
Court(fand the city of Cotumbus doubted tts goats for— 
minority and female business participation), the issue 
has been on the council burner. 

There have been hearings going on on the subject 
for almost four years, assisted by two different consult- 
ants. there has béen public notice of these hearings, 
and there have been a tremendous number of 
speakers--so many speakers, in fact, that the hearing 
have had the feel of a marathon. 

These hearings were necessary because, in the 
Croson decision, the Supreme Court outlined the 
Strategy which would have to be in place in order to

justify thé Gevelopment of a minority business program 
Mere minority status was not enough, the court said; a 
group- would have to demonstrate that it had been 
victimized by discrimination. Anecdotal evidence-- 
meaning, at least in part, the testimony of witnesses-- 
would be acceptable. evidence. And, finally, the law 
would have to be narrowly tailored to address specifi- 
cally those groups who had been victimized by dis- 
crimination in the community in which the minority 
business law was planned: no amorphous concept of 
“societal discrimination’ would be acceptable. 

The consultants proceeded with their study on that 
basis. Public notice was given of hearings. And mem- 
bers of several groups--who clearly were aware of the 
most recent hearing, apparently through the same 
channels thal they could have been made aware of the 
initial hearings--choose not to testify. 

One of the speakers noted that testifying in these 
hearings was potentially--and actually--dangerous to 
businesses. White contractors were angered by char- 
ges of discrimination, and some may have retaliated. 
It is understandable that some might seek not to suffer 
such retaliation 

At the same time, it was this process of identifying 
those victim of discrimination--at great risk to those 
victim-which was constitutionally managed in order, to 
develop a program, And it was equally clear that. to the 
extent members of various groups choose nol to par- 
ticipate in the process, they plainly cannot be assured 
of the results they would desire. 

There is already, within the draft legislation, a 
process by which groups could bi ind gold 
changed on an annual basis. This-is a reasonable 
approach. If, in the course of time, thege groups can 
show that they merit the protection of the minority 
procurement program, they should be incorporated into 
it 

But Columbus oy Council should not hold up the 
process any longer. It is time to move ahead aggres- 
sively, based on the evidence the process has 
produces, to enact-a minority business procurement 
program for Columbus 


WHOOPI AND TED — 


hough we had hoped that the story would have 

died by now, our community is still buzzing over 

the antics of Black actress-comedienne 
Whoopi Goldberg and her white lover, Ted Danson 
Danson, having appeared at a recent Friars Club 
Roast in New York City in Black-face, frequently refer- 
ring to “niggers” and describing in graphic detail his 
sexual activities with Goldberg 


Much to our amazement, Goldberg acted as though 
those in attendance (and the Black Community 
beyond) should not have been offended, because the 
couple had collaborated over his use of Black-face 
makeup and the offensive material, In other words, 
Soldberg’s position was that Danson’s behavior was 
excusable because it was all done at her expense and 
with her permission 


Goldberg is as much, if not more to blame than 
Danson is over the incident. Whether for purposes of 
comedy or otherwise, we know of no self respecting 
Black woman who would collaborate with a white man 
to degrade not only herself, but all of Black womanhood 
by association. 

Such incidents of Blacks giving whites license to 
degrade our Blackness only complicate our efforts to 
foster a sense of Black pride, especially as relates to 
Black womanhood, The last thing that we need is to 
allow the world to think that it is open season for whites 
to call us niggers and to degrade our Black women 
publicly 

Those in attendance like actress-model Beverly 
Johnson who tried to defend Goldberg and Danson 
should bear equal shame. At least New York Mayor 
David Dinkins, Comedian Bill Cosby and talk show host 
Montel Williams had the awareness to call the whole 
incident what it was: a disgrace!

place at the wrong lime, then Reginald Denny is 

such a person. Making his way across Los An- 
geles on a hot afternoon, Denny found himself the eye 
in a storm of controversy surrounding street justice and 
justice in the Courts. To his credit, Denny was com- 
posed and forgiving, as one of his attackers was al- 
together acquitted on serious attempted murder

There is no) explanation that can. excuse thé*be- 
havior of these men who dragged Denny from the cab 
of his truck and beat him unmercifully only because he 
was white. 

Although the violence that day was triggered by the 
not-gullty verdict rendered in the first Rodney King trial, 
the rendering of an unjust verdict in that. case is no 
excuse for what these men did. 


In this case, however. justice was done, and we 
hope that the Court planned it that way, Both Defen- 
dants had already spent 17 months behind bars await- 
ing trial, due to their inability to post-a-bond. And so, 
they paid up front for their wanton acts of violence. 

This episode, towever, points out a glowing inequity 
in Our system of justice: The poor and jobless often 
end up in the same position as these two men, being 
incarcerated .for months until they are ready to go to

ast week, it was announced that Cincinnati- 

based Fifth-Third bank has agreed to increase 

its loans and investments made in the City of 
Cleveland. The commitment: $100 Million Dollars over 
the next four years. 


The officers and directors of Fifth Third bank should 
be commended, and have proven this institution worthy 
of our community's continued support 

Not too long ago, and in some cases in the present, 
the banks have been eager to take the hard earned 
deposits from the Black Community, only to show signs 
of “amnesia” when faced with loan applications from 
Blacks. This trend has been broken largely through the 
leadership of Cleveland Mayor Michael White 

Mayor White has been a strong voice for the 
neglected and abused, challenging mergers and 
threatening to disrupt, the growth of local financial in- 


Stitutions unless they commit to reinvestment in our 
neighborhoods. He hasn't asked for minority set- 
asides or affirmative action. Instead, he has asked only 
for what our community is entitled to: a commitment to 
return a meaningful percentage of deposits to the 
community. 

To their credit, the banks have generally .been 
responsive, When their commitments are added to that 
of the Federal National Mértgage Association ($300 
Million), total commitments from these financial institu- 
tions will total just under One- Billion Dollars. The latest 
commitment, made by the Fifth Third Bank, is another 
Step forward in what is becoming a model partnership 
between city government and the banking industry to 
Spur economic growth In our neighborhoods,

Fellow Cleveland Democrat Patrick Sweeney 
represents a predominately-white,. working-class 
district on the west side, and he has just recently 
expressed a willingness to back 
the Voinovich plan, which is being 
pushed in the legislature by 
Republican state representative 
Mike Fox and Senator Cooper 
Synder. 

Despite her concern about 
Sweeney's position. Prentiss 
believes thereis much more to the 
discussion of vouchers than race. 
But to some observers. the factor 
of race is almost inescapable in 
the discussion of the controversy 
Surraunding vouchers in the 
public schools. 

Vouchers are undoubtedly the hottest issue in 
education today. They are being viewed nation- 
wide as a panacea for the problems facing the 
schools. in the guise of "competition" between 
what is viewed as an entrenched and arrogant 
educational bureaucracy and a vibrant and in- 
novative private, sector that can provide better 
educational outcomes. 

The self-proclaimed "education governor’, 
Voinovich, has backed in concept a plan to divert 
$25 million from state educational funding to back 
a pilot project in various cities in which parents 
could receive vouchers from the state for sending 
their children to private schools. The vouchers 
would be for up to $2500 per year. 

The movement foward vouchers is going apace 
in anumber os states. including California, which 
voted on Tuesday on a referendum which would 
create the most extensive voucher program in the 
nation. 

Opponents of vouchers--such as Prentiss-- 
have charged that such a program would effective- 
ly destroy the public schools by siphoning off 
resources 


. =Miost of the backers ofvoucher programs politi~ 


cally have been Republicans. Many of the most 

q right-wing Republicans--who despise and fear the 
influence of the teachers’ union the National 
Education: Association in both state and federal 
politics--have made the classroom an educational 
battleground, and have pushed for vouchers as a 
means of reducing the power of the NEA. 


Some of these same right-wing Republicans--who 
have come to the education issue initially in the 1960s 
arid 1970s through the fight against "forced busing" for 
integration--have also given racial overtones to the 
voucher issue, Obviously, a widespread voucher sysy 
tem would potentially assist many white parents who 
cannot afford to attend private schools to escape from 
school systems that are becoming increasingly Black 
and Hispanic. ms 

But Prentiss points to Wisconsin state senator 
Polly Williams--a Black Democrat who is nationally 
considered one of the leaders in the voucher 
movement--to demonstrate that the politics of 
vouchers extends deeper than Black and White. 

“*The very fact that you've got a Polly Williams, 
a Black Democrat, supporting this issue, it doesn't 
lend credence to the Black-White issue," Prentiss 
said

no color--frustration. 

“| recognize that, in many Of or urban and rural 
districts, we have failed poor children,” Prentiss 
said. "We have to address the frustration of many 
parents who say, ‘the public school system has 
failed my child’.” 

The frustration is no merely one of poor student 
outcomes, but of the cost of poor student, out- 
comes. Prentiss charged that Sweeney "has had 
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negative feelings about public education for some 
time. He believes that money (in the public 
schools) is highly mismanaged, and there's 
enough money given to public schools that they 
don't need any more chances." 

Prentiss said she shares. that frustration. But 
she believes that the solution--draining the public 
schools of the dollars to improve--is no solution at 
all. 

As Prentiss points out, the voucher plan as 
currently proposed will not create a widespread 
improvement in the educational outcomes of all 
children. Private schools could still effectively ex- 
clude thousands of children. And even in the 
voucher plan as proposed, parents whose 
children are already enrolled in private school 
would gain the initial benefits--thus taking public 
dollars from public schools with no subsequent 
reduction in the number of students those schools 
would have to serve. 

lf a voucher system were developed in 
Cleveland, Prentiss said, it might benefit 200 to 
300 children. "I'd rather work for a system that 
benefits 70,000"--all the children of the district, 


.Prgotiss said. _ 
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middle-class parents who already have their 
children enrolled in private schools will be the 
biggest beneficiaries--and biggest backers-of. a 
plan that will defray a portion Of the costs for their 
children's education. And backers of parochial 
schools--which have been declining in attendance 
over the years as many lower-middle-class 
parents have been squeezed financially, and the 
number of school-aged youth declines--are lusting 
for the potential windfall that such a plan would 
create, 

But if public education is to be sustained, Pren- 
tiss believes, it will only occur if the public schools 
win out over vouchers. 

Prentiss asked,"why even spend a dime ona 
private school program that is geared to disman- 
tling the*public schoo! system?"

Local actress stars in, directs CATCO production 


The Contemporary American 
Theatre's (CATCO) "African-American 
Play Festival’ runs through Saturday, 
Nov. 13 at the theatre, 512 N. Park St, 
The festival examines African-American 
experiences and stereotypes and how 
they effect all Americans 

Five short plays are showcased in the 
festival. Six local actors bring the charac- 
ters to life. 

Patricia Wallace-Winbush portrays

Mayor David Dinkins, who expressed 
his dismay over the type of humor per- 
formed, Danson and Goldberg felt that 
the proceedings of this traditionally 
private event were distorted and 
misunderstood 

In a recent conversation with the 
couple, Golberg pointed out, "This inci- 
dent has shown me two things; A) Lots of 
people came to the roast not knowing 
what a Friars’ Roast was all about, and B) 
That this event was for me and I've never 
been one to do ‘tippy-toe humor." 

The Friars’ roasts have a long-held 
tradition of being raunchy. no-holds 
barred events, that have skewed some of 
the greatest names in American enter- 
tainment. Williams, who was a newly-in- 
ducted member of the organization, 
which for years had been predominantly 
Jewish, sent a telegram resigning from 
the prestigious club following his dramatic 
departure, claiming he was confused 
over the events that had transpired, stat- 
ing he wasn't sure whether or not he was 
at a Friars’ event or a rally for the KKK or 
Aryan Nation 

Williams claimed his abrupt departure 
seven minutes into Danson's monologue 
was sparked by a joke about interracial 
children, The jokes caused his wife, who 
is white, to break out in tears. She recent- 
ly gave birth to their first child. In addition 
to the resignation telegram he sent, Wil- 
liams also went on a campaign to contact 
women of color who were also on the 
dais, to apologize for the events during 
the roast, although none asked for one 
Many have asked how a member of an 
organization with such a time-honored 
tradition, could have not been aware of 
the raucous nature of these roasts? 

Danson, Emmy Award winner and star 
of long-running TV series favorite 
“Cheers,” still reeling from the comments, 
mail and various other attacks, explains, 

“My biggest goal in all of this was to 
amuse Whoopi. This was not something 
| just did off the cuff. | gave my monologue 
a great deal of thought. After a year and 
a half of racial. slurs and tabloids...it's 
been like a crash course in racism." 

“If you think I'm aracist, there’s nothing 
| can do about that. But, now it's interest- 
ing to be called a nigger lover and racist 


ompig-at the. same time.The jokes |_made 


were so audacious and ridiculoussthat it 
amazes me that anyone would take time 
to seriously consider them...One thing is 
obvious to me since that roast, that this 
incident struck a painful chord. Obviously, 
we are still a country with a very serious 
problem...racism." ? 

Danson, who up until this point was not 
very vocal about the incident, adds, "| feel 
ill-equipped to talk about race. | can talk 
about my friend, Whoopi, but | have 
trouble talking about my friend in racial 
terms. | have trouble talking about our 
relationship in racial terms. | can talk 
about my friend, for whom | was perform- 
ing for the day.” 

He continued, "I'm really sad. Pridr to 
this, | had never been into racial thoughts. 
Maybe this was supposed to be an eye- 
opening experience. | just hope that we 
can get beyond defending and explaining 
who we are and just get on with life." 

While Mayor Dinkins also commented 
about the proceedings, his concern was 
not so much for the racist nature of the 
comments but the sexually explicit jokes 
about Goldberg. Despite Williams and 
Dinkins’ displeasure about the sold-out 
event, Bob Saks, chairman of the Friars

Book describes Virginia 


slave conspiracies 


In 1800 and 1802 two slaves revolts occurred back in 
Virginia as part of perhaps the most extensive slave 
conspiracy in the history of the American South 

A new book tells the dramatic story of how these two 
related slave revolts: the first led by the slave known as 
Gabriel; and the second, called the "Easter Plot,” inves- 
tigated two years later by one of the followers 

"Gabriel's Rebellion: The Virginia Slave Conspiracies 
of 1800 and 1802" was written by Douglas R. Egerton. a 
history teacher at Le Moyne College in Syracuse. 

According to Egerton, the social. political, and 
economic disorder of the Revolutionary era weakened 
some of the harsh controls that had held slavery in the 
place during colonial times. Emboldened by these condi- 
tions, a small number of literate sfaves- most of them 
skilled artisans- planned an armed insurrection aimed at 
the- destroying slavery in Virginia. The intricate scheme 
failed, as did the Easter Plot schemed from it, and Gabriel 
and many of the followers were hanged 


Despite his importance, Gabriel has generally been 


js ignored or misunderstood by historians. Indeed, although 


the plot was mythologized in a 1936 novel and in an 
off-Broadway play in 1968, "Gabriel's Rebellion’ in the first 
book to tell the real story of the conspiracy

"There was little doubt that Gabriel was no typical 
bondman," Egertorrsays.."By the mid 1790s, as he neared 
the age of twenty, he stood six feet two or three inches 
high, and the strength in his chest and arms betrayed 
nearly a decade in the forge. Whites as well as blacks 
regarded him as a fellow of courage and of intellect above 
his rank in life.” 


In the aftermath of the two uprisings. the Virginia 
legislature quietly debated the possibility of gradual eman- 
cipation. However. after President Thomas Jefferson 
failed to implement the recommendation. the assembly 
decided against further attempts at reform and chose 
instead to reinstate the rigid slave controls imposed during 
the colonial era e 


By placing these slave rebellions within the broader 
context of the volatile political currents of the day, Egerton 
challenges the conventional understanding of race, class. 
and politics in the early days in the early days of the 
American republic 

Egerton is also the author of "Charles Fenton Mercer” 
and "The Trial of National Conservatism.”

vice continues to make a difference 
in the lives of their communities 

Materials .include official docu- 
ments and personal papers of 
sorority officials. along with AKA 
history books, magazines. heritage 
series on Black women, Videos 
conference proceedings, broadcast 
and print news clip, photographs 
paraphernalia. etc 

The foundation for the archives 
was laid in 1977 when AKA con- 
tracted when Howard University to 
receive and maintain AKAs sig- 
nificant records. During the interim 
AKA has transferred records from 
its headquarters, solicited materials 
from its ‘members. and retrieved 
records from varied sources, in- 
cluding the media. to amass the 
collection 

Dr. Scott said Howard was a 
natural choice to house the collec- 
tion because it is AKA's birthplace

For many people working 21 
years with mentally and emotional- 
ly challenged children, raising 
children of your own and ‘being a 
fosterparent would be enough of a 
contribution to the well being of 
children. For Franklin County 
Children Services (FCCS) foster 
parent Frances Simmons it was 
just the beginning 

After some time away. Simmons 
returned to foster care about four 
years ago. On her return she cared 
for school aged children, but quick- 
ly developed an affinity for caring 
for teenagers 

The teen years can be especial- 
ly challenging for children in foster 
care, All adolescents deal with in 
dependence. identity. self-esteem 
and peer pressure issues. Add to 
that issues of abuse. neglect 
separation. shame. little or no self 
esteem and you have a hint of what 
children in foster care deal with 
every day 

Its not hard to understand why 
teens in foster care can present 
some real challenges, But for Sim- 
mons the reward almost always 
outweigh the challenges. With the 
professional and personal ex- 
perience she has. it's not surprising 
that kids do well in her home. Of 
course the support she gets also 
helps 

Because my own kids are 
young adults they are really able to 
help me relate to my foster kids and 
that is a big help to me." said Sim 
mons 

» There is also help from the 
FCCS Teen Foster Parent Support 
Group. Simmons and other parents 
fostering teens come together 
once a month to talk about the chal- 
lenges. and just as often. the suc+ 
cesses of fostering older children

While teens make up only about 
10 percent of the children under 
FCCS care who need foster 
families, the numbers continue to 
outpace the foster homes avail- 
able. Unfortunately, too few 
families come forward to care for. 
teenagers. Like younger children, 
teenagers often come into foster 
care, because of abuse. neglect or 
dependency. 

Because many of us will parent 
the way we were parented. foster 
parents who care for teens can 
have a major impact on the lives of 
their foster children. For teenagers 
in care. the foster home may be the 
last setting they live in, before 
going out to live on their-own. The 
lessons of love and acceptance 
taught by a foster parent can do 
wonders to break the-cycle of 
abuse and neglect 

Foster parents who, like Sim- 
mons, are willing to parent older 
children are desperately needed 
There are lots of children waiting 
To qualify. foster parents must be 
at least 21 years old. have a stable 
income and space for additional 
children 

FCCS provides initial training 
continuing education and ongoing 
support to foster parents. Families 
are reimbursed for the cost of 
having foster children in their 
homes, Children's medical and 
dental expenses are also covered.

Program, believed to be the only 
program in the nation devoted to 
older adults and their need for

The program, developed and

The evaluation includes tests 
for cognitive awareness 
knowledge of traffic signs. vision 
range of motion. strength. en- 
durance and on-the-road driving 
ability. Another part of the evalua- 
tion measures reaction to situa- 
tions encountered in driving 
conditions. This is performed in a 
driving simulator 

Medical and driving histories 
medications and sleep habits are 
also reviewed and addressed 
says Linda Mauger. program coor 
dinator for this program 

At the completion of the evalua 
tion, the program staff, which in 
cludes a physician and an 
occupational therapist, can offer 


suggestions for corrections in- 
tended to help older adults main- 
tain independence 

Another component is a pilot 
project fundedby the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Administra- 
tion through the Ohio Department 
of Public Safety. Through this pilot 
project, an older driver cited into 
court ora traffic violation may be 
referred to the program in lieu of a 
conviction 

In participating courts. if the 
driver agrees to go through the pro- 
gram and completes it satisfactori- 
ly. the court then has the option of 
altering the penalty

Dove Building 
Services shows 
how it’s done 


Some of my best ideas for writing this 
column come after heated debates or just 
plain old "chewing the fat" with friends about 
this or that aspect of business and what it all 
means to the African American community. 
Unless some portion of these discussion 
sticks with me for at least a few days, itdoesn't 
get catalogued, and séldom will | write about 
it 

What some of the combatants and “fat 
chewers" in these discussions often say to me 
is that they are going to be reading to*see if 
the substance of our conversations appears 
in the paper 

’ For the nie of ine, | can't figiire out why 
there might be any concern about this. espe- 
cially since | try to be balanced in my approach 
and accurate in my assessment of what was 
Said. One such conversation occurred the 
other week inside the restaurant! wrote about 
a couple of weeks before that 

In this argument, it seems the two of us 
combatants were just talking past each other. 
| was arguing that blacks tend not to form the 
kinds of business organizations that survive 
their founders, Often, | argued, the founders 
are so engrossed in the day-to-day operations 


~of-their-organizations-that-they-taitto-see-the- 


merits of training others to take their places 

What we end up with is a whole bunch of 
sole proprietorships that never develop 
beyond that structure. As a consequence, | 
argued, we have to "re-invent the wheel" and 
“the circle" locks up leaving little room for 
needed expansion. 

My partner argued that the fault in my 
argument was that | was too busy comparing 
African American businesses to White busi- 
nesses and that what | should be doing is 
looking at the strengths of the businesses that 
have survived in the community. 

He further arqued that when it gets right 
down to it, businesses are not formed to be 

assed on to anyone but family members. If 
ine enterprise becomes a corporation. he ar- 
gued, it is because it grows beyond the 
resources of the families that formed them 

My argument was that for more and more 
employment opportunities to be created in the 
African American community, businesses 
simply cannot remain locked inside families 
forever. Families may own the majority of the 
stock the enterprises, but unless those 
families grow exponentially in terms of sheer 
size as well as business knowledge, they 
won't be able to meet the need for continued 
expansion 

Another participant in that conversation in- 
dicated that we were talking about two dif- 
ferent types of corporations, publicly-held as 
opposed to privately-held corporations. The 
public corporations, he said, would allow for 
anyone who wanted to own part of the 
enterprise, but the privately-held corporation 
would not allow such ownership to be ex- 
changed 

| thought about all that discussion when | 

“talked with Vernon Gibson of Dove Bullding 
Services, Inc. 1691 Cleveland Ave., the other 
day. Gibson had just won the Eighth Annual 
Smail Business Person Of The Year Award on 
October 27. Dove Building Services, accord- 
ing to Gibson, is the third largest commercial 
maintenance company in Columbus 

It was not always that way, Gibson said 
When he started his business in 1977, Gibson 
had one account that generated only $187 a 
month, To make ends meet at home and to 
keep going, Gibson borrowed from relatives 
and never allowed them to even consider the 
possibility that he might fail. Eventually, the 
business turned the corner toward consistent 

Vearmings ard last yaaraitgressed $3 million: 

Gibson is proud of his workforce, even 
though the business includes only one of his 
sons. A particular source of pride is the con- 
tinued employment of a married couple who 
for 15 years, have maintained a building for 
Dove. they are two of the 260 employees in 
Columbus and 30 employees in Indianapolis, 

Dove is a symbol of multiculturalism in that 
according to Gibson, 33 percent of the non- 
managerial workforce is non-minority and the 
managerial workforce is 50 percent minority 
and 50 percent non-minority. "We are often 
afraid to share with those who have worked 
with us," Gibson says of many business 
owners 

“it took mé@ a long time to feel comfortable 
turning over the reins of the business fo 
others. | just couldn't see outside myself,” 
Gibson ‘said. He soon found, however, that 
unless he allowed other people to make 
decisions, even bad ones, he'd have more to 
do himself than he really needed to do. Be- 
sides, he wouldn't be fully Utilizing his staff 

The legacy Gibson wants to leave is for his 
employees to take what he started and move 
forward, As pure and as simple as that 
sounds, | think that might have been what my 

partner and | were arguing about the other 

night. Dove, located In the heart of one of the 
poorest areas in Columbus, leads by ex- 
ample.

Proper insurance cdverage is vital to

As far as other participants in the com- 
bined giving campaign are concerned 
Coleman says he takes a win-win at- 
titude toward fund raising. He adamantly 
rejects the idea that he:is seeking a fight 
with other established fund raisers but 
insists that he will not back away from 
one if it is forced upon him 

Coleman is more pleased that his 
federation represents a wide range of 
services from housing fo youth training 
"Our mission is institution building by 
making available consistent funding for 
agencies doing good work in the com- 
munity," :

BETTER BUSINESS BUREAU 


Credit repair scams can 
cost unnecessary dollars 


In conjunction with National Con- 
summers Week last week. October 24-30 
Better Business Bureaus and other con- 
sumer organizations have been working 
fogether to educale the public on a 
variety of consumer topics, One topic 
that continually generates questions and 
confusion is how to repair a bad credit 
record 

Consumers who have had difficulty 
obtaining a credit card or loan, or making 
a major purchase because of a bad credit 
history. .may be tempted by advertise- 
ments that promise to "fix" their credit 
records, But, the BBB warns not to pay 
large amounts of money for something 
that may not work, or could be taken care 
of for free. 

For fees ranging from S50 to more 
than $1,000, so-called ‘credit repair 
companies claim they can remove nega- 
tive information from a credit file. even if 
the information is accurate. That justisn't 
true, After taking your money, the com- 
pany may do little or nothing to improve 
your credit report--it may even vanish 
but the information in your file won't 

By law. accurate negative information 
remains in the file for a maximum of 
seven years; bankruptcy information for 


10 years. Only time and a history of 
paying bills by their due date can erase 
accurate. negative information. If the in- 
formation in the file is inaccurate or out- 
dated, it can be fixed by the consumer at 
no charge 

Consumers can obtain a copy of their 
credit report by contacting their local 
credit bureaus (listed in the telephone 
yellow pages under "credit bureaus" or 
‘ofedit reporting agencies"), Credit 
bureaus keep track of payments on 
loans and bills. and whether those pay- 
ments were made on time 

Credit bureaus must share with the 
consumer any information they have on 
file about them. Copies of the report are 
available for a small fee, generally SS to 
$20. unless the consumer has been 
turned down for credit in the previous 30 
days. in which case the report is free 

BBBs urge consumers to check their 
credit records periodically for accuracy 
especially if they are planning to make a 
major purchase, such as a Car or a 
house. By correcting errors before apply- 
ing for a loan. consumers can avoid 
many of the problems that slow down the 
credit approval process

When reviewing the policy. check the 
waiting period before benefits kick in-- 
usually between 60 and 90 days. Also, be 
sure the policy is non-cancellable and 
Quaranteed renewable--meaning that as 


long aS you pay your premiums, the in 
surer can t suddenly cancel your policy. 

Lite insurance 

Life insurance enables you to provide 
a source of income to your family at the 
time of your death. Generally, you have 
the option of purchasing “term” in 
surance, “whole' life. ofa combination of 
the two. Term life insUfance, which re- 
quires the smallest initial cash outlay 
only provides a death benefit--that is 
there is fo cash of Savings buildup 

If you choose whole life insurance. on 
the other hand. part of your premium is 
invested by the insurance company, and 
the cash value of your policy usually rises 
steadily, Although you generally collect 
just a modest interest rate on the savings 
the accumulation of tax-deferred earn- 
ings can provide the nest egg you may 
need in an emergency or at retirement

Within the United States, one 
half of one percent (.005) of the 
population owns 22 to 33 percent of 
ihe wealth; one percent owns 33 to 
43 percent of the wealth. That is to 
Say one and one half percent of the 

» American population owns at least 
55% of the wealth. Yes, over two 
Percent of thé population owns 
more than half of the country’s 
wealth, To go on, the lower 54 per- 
cent owns only seven to 17 percent 
of the wealth and the bottom 45 
percent owns a mere two to seven 
percent of the wealth 

An additional statistic will help to 
underscore the commitment of 
those in economic power to main- 
tain the status quo. In order to main- 
tain disequilibrium and the uneven 
distribution of wealth. the world 
spends SS500~billions~annuatly-on 
military weapons and over one third 
of this is spent in the United States 
alone 

The above scenario points to the 
impact of the international and na- 
tional economic order on our lives 
not only across the country. but also 
within the context of economic life 
in Columbus.

Gen: Frank Miller Jr 
director of training, U.S, Army For- 
ces Command, Ft. McPherson, Ga., 
recently spoke at Linden McKinley 
High School 

Maj. Gen. Miller is one of the 
Army's: highest-ranking African- 
Americans, is responsible for 
250,000 Army combat soldiers and 
a budget of $3.2 billion. He often 
speaks to inner-city high school stu- 
dents about the importance of 
education and military oppor- 
tunities. 

Maj. Gen, Miller began his 
military career in October of 1965 as 
a private in the first infantry division 
in Vietnam 


‘That was a very difficult ex- 
perience, but one of the most 
rewarding," He said. 

While the military officer admits 
there is racism in America’s armed 
forces, he says it is no more 
prevalent than everyday racism 

“The military is nothing more 
than a reflection of the larger 
society,” said Maj. Gen. Miller, "Be- 
cause of the military structure. it's 
easier to solve race problems. The 
military was desegregated in the 
40s~It took the rest of America 20 
years to follow that lead." 

Maj. Gen. Miller said there are 
many advantages to a career inthe 
armed forces, In addition to free or 
low-cost education benefits, the 
military teaches those who enlist 
marketable skills that can be used 
for an entire lifetime 


You learn something about 
yourself because you're, constantly 
challenged to do your best.

"The 
military gives you a degree of dis-
